THE TARIFF WRANGLE. 
ANOTHER DAY GIVEN TO FILIBUSTERING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—“ This discus- 
sion goes deeper than has been stated,” said 
Representative Mills, of Texas,a most ardent 
advocate of revenue reform, a man who gener- 
ally goes to the pith of matters, and who has 
great contempt for red tape technicalities. 
is not.“ he said, a question of prerogative be- 
tween the Ways and Means Committee and the. 
Committee on Revision of the Laws. There are 
two committees; one of them, that on the Re- 
vision of the Laws, so organized that a bill that 
proposed to reduce taxation can through it be 
reported to the House. The other, the 
Committee on Ways and Means, is 
so organized that the trump of the resurrection 
will not make it report. The effort on the one 
side is to get a revenue bill back into the House 
so that the House can consider it; the effort on 
the other side is to get the bill into the Ways 
and Means Committee, where it will be buried 
forever. The Ways and Means Committee want 


to put this question on a false issue before the 
} country, and to say that they have contended 


against an irregularity in this House. Thatis 


not the issue.“ 


IT WAS IN THIS VIGOROUS LANGUAGE 
that Representative Mills, of Texas, defined the 
exciting contest that has been made in the 
House for two days over the reference of a bill 
which proposes to make printing-paper, type, 
and afew other articles cheaper. The contest 
was continued throughout the entire day, and at 
8 o’clock to-night the indications were that fili- 
bustering might compel an all-night session. 
The issue was the same as it was yesterday. The 
party which at every stage of the proceedings 
had a majority of the House, although some- 
times by a small vote, insisted that what the 
rules call the safety, dignity, and integrity of 
the proceedings of the House had been endan- 
gered and invaded in the fact that a revenue 
bill had been referred to the Committee on the 
Revision of the Laws. In this party were in- 
cluded all the protectionists of the House, of 
course, and afew of the friends of revenue re- 
form who preferred that whatever changes are 
made should be madein accordance with the 
technical rules of the House, and through the 
agency of the Committee which the rules and 
custom designate as the organ which shall re- 
port revenue measures.“ 
THE OPPOSIT PARTY 
was composed entirely of pronounced revenue 
reformers, who thought that the time when the 
protectionists could complain at the reference 
had passed; that the fact that Townshend in his 
bill had inserted little but Arabic numerais con- 
cerned nobody, as it would not have been decent, 
and was not requisit, for him to have pro- 
claimed with a trumpet that the title of the Re- 
vised Statutes to which his bill referred to was 
the tariff title; that it was the business of the 
protectionists, who generally are watchful, to 
know what is going on, and if they were 
caught napping it was their misfortune; 
and that it was not a graye 
fault to have evaded the red tape technicalities 
of the rules and machinery of the House by 
lodging the Tariff bill with the Committee on 
Revision of the Laws, which was “a nurse that 
did care for it.“ It was a greater outrage upon 
the House for the Ways and Means Committee 
to smother tariff measures which, it is urged, a 
majority of the people demand. This was the 
gist of the controversy. As it proceeded it in- 
volved a great number of subsidiary questions of 
parliamentary construction and order, to say 
nothing of a good many 
BOMBASTIC DECLARATIONS 
as to personal honor and accountability, and the 
bravado to which the Congressional forum was 
accustomed in ante-bellum days.

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 24.—In the House 
this morning, after prayer, the Speaker declared 
the first business in order was the question 
whether the proposition submitted yesterday by 
Mr. McLane, providing that the bill introduced by 
Mr. Townshend, of Liiinois, on Monday last, and 
referred to the Committee on the Kevision of 
the Laws, shall be taken from that Committee 
and referred to the Committe® on Ways and 
Means, and which presented a question of privi- 


lege. 

Mr. Blackburn raised the point that under the 
first clause of Rule 1. dein the duties of the 
Speaker, the journal of yesterday would have to 
be examined and approved. 

The Speaker replied that the journal of Mon- 
day had not been disposed of, and it would be 
inconsistent to take up Tuesday’s journal before 
Monday’s for consideration. 

Mr. Blackburn argued that it was not demand- 
ed by the rules that the House should approve 
the journal, but it was imperative that the jour-

READ AT THE DESK

MISSISSIPPI FEEDERS, 
THE PLAN FOR KEEPING WATER IN RESERVE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2%.—The House

LAND-GRANT ROADS. 
PROPOSED LEGISLATION.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—There were 
sensational rumors sent from here this after- 
noon to the effect that the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee had decided to favorably report the Mor- 
gan resolution which provides for the forfeiture 
of all public lands granted to land-grant roads 
which are not completed, and to restore these 
lands to the public domain. The land grants of 
this character aggregate something more than 
100,000,000 of acres, and include the following

THE INDIANS. 
RATLFYING THE AGREEMENT.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2%.—The Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs has before it the 
bill to accept and ratify the agreement with the 
Ute Indians for the sale of their reservation in 
Colorydo, and to provide for carrying it into 
effect. This Committee is one not apt to be very 
much in sympathy with philanthropic schemes 
for Indians. It has already amended the agree- 
ment so that no portion of the money coming to 
the White River Utes shall be paid to them until 
they have surrendered the guilty members of 
their band, and strikes out the clause 
admitting Indians to _—i citizenship. It 
is doubtful whether this first amendment, 
if adopted, will not defeat the agreement. The 
agreement contains a provision that if the In- 
dians do not themselves procure the surrender 
of the persons guilty of the murder, they will 
not in any manner obstruct, but will faithfully 
aid, the United States authorities to apprehend 
them. The clause spoken of as admitting In- 
dians to citizenship 1s no part of the agreement 
itself, but one of the provisions relating to the 
carrying of the agreement into effect. It is as 
follows: 

That, upon the completion of said allotments 
and the patenting of said lands to said allotees, 
each and every one of the members of the 
confederated Ute Indians shall be subject to the 
laws, both civil and criminal, of the State or

The Conqueror’s Story of the Surrender 
at Appomattox. 
J. R. Young's Around the World with Grant.” 

“On the night before Lee’s surrender,” said 
Gen. Grant, “I had a wretched headache— 
headaches to which I have been subject—nerv- 
ous prostration, intense personal suffering. But, 
suffer or not,I had to keep moving. I saw 
clearly, especially after Sheridan had cut off the 
escape to Danville, that Lee must surrender or 
break and run into the mountains. — break in all 
directions and leave us a dozen guerrilla bands 
to fight. The object of my campaign was not 
Richmond, not the defeat of Lee in actual fight, 
but to remove him and his army out of the con- 
test, and, if possible, to have him use his influ- 
enee in inducing the surrender of Johnston and 
the other isolated armies.

Rich as 
we were, I do not see how we could have endured

SENDING BILLS TO A HOSTILE COMMIT- 


The action of the House of Representatives 
on Monday has attracted considerable atten- 
tion throughout the country. Mr. Town- 
shend, of Illinois, deserves the thanks of the 
country for the exposure and conviction of 
the Ways and Means Committee, of Speaker 
Randall, and of his party; for the exposure 
of a scheme by which exclusive and absolute 
control over some of the most important 
legislation of the country was committed to 
a special squad of seven members, united for 
the common defense of some of the greatest 
iniquities that ever disgraced modern legis- 
lation of any free country. That squad 
was specially selected by the Democratic 
Speaker, Randall, who was himself se- 
lected by the Democratic House; and Mr. 
Townshend, a Democrat of Lilinois, with a 
fearlesness which did him honor, success- 
fully exposed and denounced the betrayal of 
the public interest by the Democratic 
Speaker and the canting hypocrisy and false 
pretenses of the Democratic majority which 
has made this same Speaker Randall its 


The present tariff was framed and adopted 
under the exigencies of the War and the 
consequent demands for revenue to meet 
the National obligations.

At the end of fifteen years of peace there 


is a natural desire for a reduction of many 


of the extraordinary War taxes. Various 
propositions have been made to that effect. 
The farmers of Iowa, IIlinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, 
and New England are large producers of 
butter and cheese for export. The butter 
manufactured for export requires, in order 
to meet a ready sale abroad, to be made with 
a description and quality of salt not manu- 
factured in this country. One of the War 
taxes is a tax on imported dairy-salt, and this 
tax adds largely to the cost of producing the 
butter, and is a proportionate reduction of Its 
value to the farmers. | 

Another proposition has been to reduce all 
the excessive or prohibitory taxes, ranging 
from 55 to 125 per cent, to 90 per cent, which, 
with customs fees and miscellaneous charges 
and the cost of freight, will still equal 60 to 65 
per cent tax on the consumers. Another is 
to remove the unnecessary taxes from paper, 
and pulp, and all the raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of print-paper. None 
of these articles are now imported, as the tax 
is prohibitory, and is afided by the pulp 
and paper makers to the price of the article 
purchased by publishers. In a country where 
the raw materials of paper—consisting of 
wood, straw, rags, old rope, tow, old jute, 
and gunny bags, and waste from the cotton 
mills—are so remarkably cheap and abundant, 
and where the machinery is driven by inex- 
pensive water-power and the labor consists 
mainly of girls, women, and boys em- 
ployed at low wages, the continua- 
tion of the paper duty on publishers 
is a wanton abuse of power without a 
shadow of apology or justification. So with 
other specific taxes imposed by a tariff which 
at this time, and under present circumstances, 
is but a license to privileged persons to 
plunder and rob other classes of manufact- 
urers and the great mass of the people. 

Measures looking to the repeal or modifi- 
cation of these excessive takes were referred 
to this Committee of Ways and Means; a 
Democratic committer, appointed by the 
Democratic Speaker of the Democratic 
House. That Committee, by a majority of 7 
votes to 6, decided by ye@s and nays to re- 
port none of these bills batyrto the House, 
where they might be voted upon by the repre- 
sentatives of the people. Under the Consti- 
tution, no revenue Dillb can originate 
in the Senate; under Speaker Randall's 
rulings, all such bills must be re- 
ferred to his packed Committee of Ways 
and Means; so that the Speaker’s chosen 
seven members selected by him to control 
that Committee assumed the power to bid 
the whole country defiance, and to refuse the 
House the privilege to vote for or against any 
modification of these taxes.

There is a fundamental rule of parliamen 


ary proceedings that no bill shall be referred 
to a committee known and deelared to be hos- 
tile to the proposed measure, How far this 
sound principle has been destroyed by the new 
rules of the House we do not know, but the 
justice of the principle is indestructible. 
Nevertheless, scores of members of the House 
of both parties, who would not dare to face 
their constituents after voting against a mod- 
ification of these barbarous duties, evaded 
that issue under the pretext that the bill 
ought to be sent to Speaker Randall’s Demo- 
cratic Committee, which Committee, as they 
well know, happens to be packed with a ma- 
jority which has refused to report any of 
these bills amending or anjeliorating the 
more oppressive features of the tariff. 

Here is a body of 293 members of the House 
of Representatives, charged with the exclu- 
sive authority under the Constitution of 
originating all legislation pertaining to rey- 
enue and taxation, actually giving to seven 
members the exclusive authority of permit- 
ting or refusing the House to vote for or 
against any bill on that subject. No greater 
exhibition of craven submission to extortion- 
ate monopoly or hypocritical pretense of 
subserviency to the “vested rights” of a 
committee ever disgraced the proceedings of 
the American Congress. Why not vote open- 
ly and feariesly upon the diréct question of 
the passage or rejection of these bills? Why 
resort to the cowardly pretext of protecting 
Speaker Randall's Committee, of which Fer- 


“nando Wood is the appropriate figure-head ? 


Townshend had the satisfaction of putting 
on record a majority vote declaring an utter 
‘want of confidence and respect by the Demo- 
cratic House in the Democratic Speaker’s 
Democratic Committee on Ways and Means. 
If the members of that Committee had any 
self-respect, if they were not too closely de- 
voted to the interests of their clients, they 
would resent this declaration of contempt by 
resigning.

nations shall have been made, or until such 
time as Gen. Grant shall declare that he is 
not a candidate for a third term. 

The proposition to liberally pension Gen. 
Grant as the nominal head of the army 
would certainly be in order if he had not 
been placed in the attitude of a candidate for 
the Presidency by those who are anxious to 
have him elected to that position for a third 
time. About thétime he was to return from 
his trip around the world, there was a very 
general sentiment throughout the country 
that some adequate provision should be made 
for him. It is understood that he is 
not a man of large fortune, and 
at an age when ordinary re- 
tirement into private life without ample 
means would be irksome and out of keeping 
with the exalted position he has held. 
Various suggestions were made as to the 
best plan that could be adopted for bestow- 
ing upon the great hero of the War suitable 
compensation for his eminent services. A 
National subscription was proposed for one 
thing. Another proposition was to pass a 
constitutional amendment making all ex- 
Presidents United States Senators for life. 
His name was associated at one time with 
the Presidency of the Texas Pacific Railroad, 
and still more directly and conspicuously 
with that of the Nicaragua Interoceanic 
Canal Company which Admiral Ammen had 
projected. Of all these propositions for 
placing Gen. Grantin an independent posi- 
tion commengurate in dignity and emolu- 
ments with his past services, none was re- 
garded so fit as the suggestion that a new 
military title be created for him, and that he 
be retired under that title upon such a pen- 
sion as would do credit to the Ameri- 
can people and show that Republics are not 
@iways ungrateful. The office of Lieutenant- 
General was created for Washington after 
he had retired from the Presidency, and had 
set the precedent against a third term, which 
was followed by Madison, Jefferson, and 
Jackson. Washington accepted this honor, 
and it would serve as a proper precedent for 


rewarding Gen. Grant, whose services to the |

crushed out the Rebellion were second only 
to those of the man who commaniled the 
army which achieved American independ- 
ence.

Desirable as 
this consummation seems in the interest 
of reform and progress, confidence is not 
always a true sign of success in an election. 
On the other hand, itis many times a mere 
bluff to hide weakness and uncertainty, and 
to prevent people from looking below the 
surface, Unquestionably a Liberal success 
would be hailed with satisfaction by the 
American people, especially by that large 
class who have no sympathy with the op-

each one of them controls an average of five 
votes, if will be seen that they exercise a 
very important influence upon elections.

As 
the Tories are sound on this question and the 
Liberals are not, as has just been shown by 
their support of local option, of course they 
will vote for the Tory candidates. As one 
English paper says: “The publicans are 
perfectly fair, and would place the great beer 
interest at the disposal of the fiercest Radical 
who would pledge himself that the flow of gen- 
uine liquor should be unimpeded, against the

Every winter the Maine Legislature adds 
an amendment to the prohibitory Liquor law of 
that State, giving the teetotal screws another 
twist, but the bibulous appetites of the citizens 
coutinue to be gratified all the same. This ses- 
sion’s new legisiation adds a provision against 
clubs, which is pronounced unconstitutional by 
many lawyers. It declaresa club where liquor 
is sold or given away acommon nuisance, for- 
bids the sale of cider as a beverage, and empow- 
ers the Governor to remove Sheriffs and County 
Attorneys whodo not enforce its provisions, 


y while men convicted of intoxication receive a 


remission of their fines for telling where they 
bought their liquor. The rum-geller is given a 
fine of $100 and costs or ninety days in jail for 
the first offense, and each subsequent offense is 
punished with $100 and six months at hard labor. 

It is claimed that there are 100 drinking clubs 
in Portland, and that such organizations exist in 
every city and large village of the State. The 
new enactment is both a confession of the par- 
tial failure of the prohibitory law and a declara- 
tion that neither drinkers nor sellers can expect 
quarter from the prohibitionists. It is true that 
the sale of liquor in public places has been 
stopped, but these clubs explain where the busi- 
ness has gone, and King Alcohol still has plenty 
of victims. The very day that the Portland pa- 
pers annotinced the new triumph of the prohi- 
bitionists they also contained reports of six con- 


| vietions for intoxication by the Police Court. 


For many years both parties have given their 
assent to the prohibitory theory, and for the last 
twenty Neal Dowism has had full swing, with 
the machinery of the law, to reform men's ap- 
petites, and what they have got to show is a 
cessation of moral suasion and a multiplication 
of drinking clubs; butit has reformed no ine- 
briate.

RAILROAD AID BONDS. 

An opinion was given yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Blodgett in the case of the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company against the 
County of Kankakee, which involved a novel 
question as to the validity of railroad aid bonds. 
The law of 1879, allowing counties to subscribe for 
railroad stock, and issue bonds in payment of 
their subscription, provided that the bonds were 
2 be issued by the Judges of the County Court. 


o Legislature passed a law allowing counties | 


to go in under 2 on organization, and in- 
vested all power previously exercised by the 
Judges in the Superytsors under the new organ- 
ization, Ihe County of Kankakee or zed 
under the Township-Organization law in 1858. 
The next year the Logisinture passed a new law 
giving the Judges of the County Courts a discre- 
tion to issue and deliver such bonds, and pro- 
viding that subscriptions should afterwards 
be made, but leaving the Supervisors to make 
subscriptions, In 1861 a new Township-Or- 
ganization law was assed giving the 
Supervisors power o do eve ing 
in relation to such bonds that the County 
Judges could do in term time. The County of 
Kankakee voted to issue the bonds in question, 
but they were issued by the Board of Super- 
visors without the cofiperation of the County 
Judges. It was contended by the defendants 
that this was contrary to the provisions of the 
law of 1854, and hence the bonds were invalid 
and void, but the Judge held the codperation of 
the County Judges in the matter was not neces- 
sary, and that the bonds were valid, This is the 
first time this point has been made.

NORTHWESTERN GRAND TRUNK. 

Mr. Joseph Hickson, General Marager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, arrived here last even- 
ing, accompanied by a whole army of Grand 
Trunk officials and stockholders of the Chicago 
Extension.

Qutwor, l., March 24.—The discharge of con- 
ductors on the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad con- 
tinues to be the theme of conversation in rail- 
road and social circles in this city, where several 
of the conductors reside.

Decatur, III., March 24.—Jefferson Patterson 
and his wife and two small children, all colored, 
arrived in Decatur yesterday, direct from Mont- 
gomery County, Mississippi, and the family will 
make their home here. Patterson is perhaps 2 
yearspf age. Heis an unusually intelligent negro, 
well posted concerning the condition of his peo- 
pie and the deeds of the whites in the South. He 
was interviewed by Tux TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent, who obtained from him a statement in sub- 
stance as follows: Things are pretty rough for 
the negroes down in Mississippi, If a black man 
gets any work to do. the whithe pay just what 
they choose and no more; andif tune Blacks are 
not satisfied with the wages they must sue be- 
fore a Justice,and the Justice invariably de- 
cides againstthem. There art no free schools 
but two and three months in each year. and 
sometimes only one month. Inverest in educat- 
ing the colo children is very small, and many 
chiidren are no better off in _book-learning to- 
day than were those at the dlose of the War. 
Great interest in politics is manifested among 
the whites in Mississippi at this time. owing to 
the fact that this is the Presidential year. I tell 
you the solemn truth when I say that a black 
man is in danger of his life when he 
opens his mouth about politics except 
to stand up and shout for the 
Democratic candidates in the South, as well as 
those in the North. I tell you the truth, negroes 
in Montgomery County are often shot down like 
dogs for trivial causes, but no notice whatever 
is taken of the crime by the officers.

Lonpow, March 24.—Sir Stafford Northcote 
dressed a tumultuous meeting at Shoreditch, 
London, yesterday. The crowd was very disor- 
derly and the proceedings frequently interrupted. 

A large meeting of livery men, or members 
of guilds of this city, was held to-day in the in- 
terest of the Conservatives to influence the re- 
sult of the coming general Parliamentary 
election. John William Birch, Deputy Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, presided, 
and said in his opening address that 
he seldom associated mself with 
any purely political movements; 
theless felt justifiedin taking stand he had 
assumed in accepting the Chairmanship of the 
present assemblage. He felt the importance of 
the occasion, and had come to the conclu- 
sion that nothing could be more dangerous 
to the interests of England than the event 
of Gladstone’s coming again into power. Mr. 
Birch heid the Liberals responsible for much of 
the discontent now prevalent among the middie 
and lower classes, and said but for the constant 
debates and discussions stirred up by these men 
a greater degree of contentment and prosperity 
would be experienced by the people at large. 
He trusted in the approaching elections this 
spirit 


WOULD BE REBUKED 
by the voters of the country, and he had no 
doubt any amount of influence which those 
whom he had the honor of addressing could ex- 
ert to that end would be immediately and cheer- 
fully put forth, 

Mr. Birch’s remarks were received with much 
enthusiasm, and he was frequently interrupted 
by cheers. The liverymen were formerly called 
guilds, the former title having been substituted 
in the reign of Edward III., and it has been ap- 
plied ever since to the London trades in par- 
ticular.
